To my mind the question 
whether one gives liquor a 
I'l io ill one's way of life or 
prefers to be a lutal abstainer 
is enfirrfv for the individual lo 
decide. lint it must be clear 
lit the iiiosi .confirmed teetotal- 
ler thai a great many people 
do Hke aotne form of alcoholic 
'liink. 

Nobody can or made sober by regu- 
lations. A man who doesn't care 
enough for his own self-respect , his 
wife and. family to arrive home sober 
Iji not held in check by having to 
finish tlrlnklng at 6 p.m. 

Nor can you make people (cetoUl 
by taw To attempt to do that Is to 
encourage black marketing and the 
most abhorrent forms of vice. 

Therefore It becomes the business 
of wictj lo control the conditions 
under which public drinking- may 
lake iilace. 

This li (he first Ume for many 
years In which we have had the 
chance to do anything to improve pre- 
sent conditions. 

Like thousands ol other city work- 
era I leave my office Just before 6 
o'clock and have to walk past several 
hotels Just about closing time. We 
are all so rsmlllar with the scene that 
It Is scarcely worth describing it In 
front of the hotels the pavements are 
pocked with men and women who have 
rushed In to get as much drink a 5 they 
ran In the half-hour or so before 
clojlng time. 

Many of the people in these crowds 
nr.. -tup. fled by drink. Mnny are 
frankly sick, and the pavements and 
gutters are in a filthy state. Many 
of the women are obviously not of a 
high type, and many of the hangers- 
on walling to pounce on the drinkers 
are of a very poor typo Indeed. 

It Is a sordid, dlsgusilug picture, 
Much of Ihe misery and moral dam- 
age It represents Is the direct result 
(it Ihe hut-minute drinking rush. 

That is why it arouses the con- 
iclsnce of every normal citizen. 
Since people will drink (and they will), 
Uie conditions under which they drink 
should at least be brought up to more 
civilised standards. 

This last-minute drinking Is mostly 
done standing up In crowded bars

You don't see this ugly scene in 
countries which have adopted later 
closing hours. Nor is the background 
of public drinking so sordid. 

Instead, you see the citizens of Paris 
out for an evening stroll as a family, 
stopping at one of the many outdoor 
cafes for a glass of wine and chat 
with their neighbors, 

They lake their drink as we take 
lea— naturally, as a social amenity, 
not necessarily as the first lap of an 
anticipated orgy. 

They are in no haste to finish 
their glass. Nobody Is prolog to bustle 
them out before the police arrive lo 
enforce f» o'clock closing. You don I 
SCt drunkenness there, nor do you see 
drunkenness in America, when, hotels, 
so far as I roald see. were always open. 

But It Is In England, of course, that 



the "pub" Is an Intrinsic feature of 
community life. 

It Is the working man's club, and 
the social centre where drinking Is 
moderate and every topic under 
heaven and earth can be thrashed out 
by men and women of all types and 
opinions— all ready to concede tin: 
fairness of the other persori'i view- 
point. Drinking is Interspersed with 
games— darts, checkers, draughts. 
Gambling and noLiy singing are not 
all awed. • 

Australia has a. long way to go be- 
fore her hotels are brought up to 
the level of the English pubs. Small 
and cramped as they often are, they 
are still Infinitely superior lo the 
similar-sized hotel In our country 
towns. 

One of the lirsL Incentives to the 
Improvement of hotels would surely 
t>e provided by Inter rlosliij? time. II 



is really the condition of niodrru 
hotels thai has put all drinking in 
such low repute. 

Every reader of Dickens and 
Thackeray must have noted how the 
sheltered young ladles of the wealthy 
London homes invariably were served 
with their "wine and water" at 
dinner, even In their teens. Nobody 
was afraid they would develop into 
slatterns. 

Ordinary observation shows that 
adolescent sons and daughters nf 
homes where drink Is customarily 
taken In a civilised fashion In Ihe 
laiully— such as the sherry before din- 
ner or the light wine wlLh it — rarely 
go through the humiliating ex|jerience 
of feeling dizzy at their first grown- 
up party. They know better than to 
continue drinking to that stale. 

It is easy for well-to-do people 
to make provision for civilised drink- 
ing in their home budget. But the 
less well-oH — Ihe average man — can't 
afford a store of liquor. 

Ills liquor pantry is at the hotel. 
When he wants a drink at the end 
of a day's work he has to go to the 
hotel for It. 

If bars are open till 10 o'clock they 
won't be so crowded between 5 and 
0. A man will be able to have a 
drink without fighting for It. There 
will be more Inclination lo have a 
comfortable yam over a mug of beer 
than to drink It down to make sure 
of time to swill more. 

If drinking la less of a pig-swill 
or a battle, men will become more 
Beleotive, demand cleaner glasses, 
inure courteous attention, belter 
liquor. 

I don't believe 10 o'clock closing; 
would mean that suburban house- 
wives would come reeling home 
after that hour. Those same house- 
wives could come reeling home out 
of wine bars nnd "ladies' saloons" now 
if they hnd any inclination to do so. 

About SO per cent, of Australian 
housewives hardly drink at alL II 
they went out to the local hotel at 
night with their husbands they would 
be perfectly happy with one drink and 
it nice long gossip. Thousands of them 
wouldn't be seen in a hotel, anyway. 
Those who do go will have a good in- 
fluence on the tone of the hotels. 

if the wife doesn't care to ac- 
company her husband, and he is 
the average man who drops in for 
a drink after work, and doesn't 
■wait to be tipped out at 3 o'clock, he 
won't stay any later under 10 o'clock 
closing. 

If he thinks he can go home and 
have a meal and then come bark lor 
a leisurely drink or Iwn, he won't be 
so Inclined to try to be served with 
as many as possible in the rush hour. 
And once be gets home, he's qultk 
likely to decide it's not worth coin* 
nut again.
